Lieut. Steele Reprimanded. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 11.—The following 
ig the text of the reprimand issued in genera) 
orders in the case of Lieut. Steele: 


HEADQUARTERS 
DIVISION OF THE MISSOURI, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10, 1890. 
The proceedings, findings’ and sentence in 
the foregoing case of Lieut. Matthew 
F. Steele, Eighth Cavalry, ars approved. 
The sentence will be duly executed. 
A a ge loss of self control in dealing 
with e mutinous conduct of a soldier has 
already resulted in — oe Lieut. 
the punishment of public and official censure, 
to which little can now be added by a formal 
reprimand. The lesson taught by this incident 
is instructive to all oung officers 
of the army by showing them 
the absolute necessity of self command as 
a qualification for the command of men. 
Abuse of subordinates by words or blows 
cannot be tolerated under any circumstances. 
The United States Army has heretofore won 
unbounded confidence by the cool, dispas- 
sionate manner in which its duties have 
always been performed, even under the 
most trying circumetances. This high 
character cannot be maintained it officers 
permit themseives to governed 
by feeling in their official conduct toward each 
otner and the men under their command. It 
is proper to remark in connection with this 
case that Lieut. Steele committed an un- 
fortunate mistake in acting as prosecutor in 
the trial of a soldier with whom he had a per- 
sonal difficulty. This R trees the ac- 
cidental circumstance that Lieut. Steele was 
the Judge Advocate of an existing court be- 
fore which t case was sent 
for trial. Although the Jud Advocate of 
2 court-martial is not one of the judges who 
the case, and although there is no pro- 
vinton of law for the challenge of a Judge 
Advocate by the accused, yet a nice sense of 
propriety and due appreciation of self-interest 
should suggest to an officer the wisdom of re- 
guesting to be exoused from the auty of pros- 
ecutor under such circumstances. Such are- 
quest would, of course, be respected by the 
Commanding General who appointed the 
court.

He 
expresses confidence In the power of the party 
to carry the Ninth District at the next elec- 
tion, but says he would prefer working in the 
ranks to being the candidate himself. 
MAY BE INDUCED TO RUN. 

In speaking about Mr. Castleman’s prob- 
able declination of the Democratic nomina- 
tion in the Ninth District, Mr. Carlisle said:

Groves. Reports will be 

received from the yarious 

churches, officers will be 
elected, and four commissioners will be nom- 
inated to represent the presbytery at the Gen- 
eral Assembly at Saratoga in May. Other 
routine business will be transacted, but the 
most important point to be dealt 
with is the proposal to revise the 
Westminster Confession of Faith, 
In this district the general feeling is strongly 
against revision, and Dr. Brooks may be re- 
lied upon foraspeech denouncing any tam- 
pering whatever with the confession. As far 
as can be aécertained none of the pastors are 
in favor of any radical changes, but some, Dr. 
Nicholls among the number, are desirous of 
having slight verbal revision. The question 
has been under informal discussion among 
church members for several weeks, and 
judging from the views advanced and com- 
batted, there is likely to be avery warm 
debate next week, though so far there have 
been no personalities. Some of the changes 
proposed in other presbyteries involved mild 
heresies from a Calvinist’s standpoint, but 
such propositions have been invariably voted 
down and no inroads on Calvinism as a do- 
trine toleruted. Other of the changes are of a 
more trivial nature. Thus itis proposed to 
remove the word ‘‘elect’’ from the clause, 
**Elect infants dying in infancy shall be 
saved, and substitute the word ‘‘all.’’ 
Some such changes as these may be recom- 


mended by the local presbytery, but no sen- 
sational revision is likely to be favored even 
dy a minority. 


A Presbyterian Church’s Progress. 


The annual meeting of the session of the 
Glasgow Presbyterian Church to prepare its 
report for the Presbytery, which meets hext 
week, was held on last Tuesday evening. 


There have been thirty-seven additions to the 
church during the year. The mortgage upon 
the church property has been lifted and some 
$600 has been expended in repairing the church 
building. Asa result of these special efforts 
the current expense income of tke church has 
suffered somewhat. The session was greatly 
enoouraged at discovering that despite these 
burdens of debt-paying and repair the benev- 
olences of the congregation show a gratifying 
increase of about 10 per cent over those of the 
preceding year, in which there was no debt- 
paying or repair. A few years ago this church 
was weak and largely dependent upon outside 
assistance. It is nowtrying hard to make 
some returas for the kindnosses bestowed 
upon it. Its benevolences for the year just 
alone aggregate asum equal to one-third of 
its currentexpenses. Next Sabbath morning 
the pastor will preach on ‘*Personal Work 
and Responsibility. The evening subject 
will vo The Parabie of the Pounds.’’

AN ORGAN’S CONFESSION.

CHICAGO CARPENTERS. 


NO HOPE OF A SPEEDY SETTLEMENT OF THE 
GREAT STRIKE. 


Result of the Masters’ Meeting—The Union 
Not Recognized—Bosses to Nexotiate 
Settlement Individually—One Thousand 
New York Building Workmen Strke 
Discontented Switchmen—The Mobile & 
Ohlo Men—Labor News. 


Cnicago, III., April 11.—It is thought the 
action of the Master Oarpenters’ Association 
last night in deciding not to concede the 
strikers’ demands has done away with all 
hope of a speedy settlement of the great 
strike. The resolutions adopted by the mas- 
ters favor the eight hour day, but say as there 
are differences in the abilities of workmen, 
ano as it ie a matter regulated greatly by sup- 
ply and demand, a uniform rate of wages is 
out.of the question. Astorecognition of the 
union, the resolutions say: 

As the Carpenters’ Council is not the ruler 
ofa majority of the journeymen carpenters of 
Chicago, and much less of the better class of 
mechanics, and is not wholly composed of 
carpenters, but of labor agitators, we can en- 
ter into no agreements with them which from 
their nature they would be unable to fulfill 
on their part. 

The masters also issued a long address to 
the public, setting forth their side of the case. 
The strikers say the resolutions misrepresent 
some of their demands. They say they have 
not asked tor a uniform rate of 08 
bust for a minimum rate of @ cents per 
hour. The masters’ resolutions, as men- 
tioned in last night’s dispatches, do not bind 
the members by any agreement which the as- 
sociation may make in ite separate capacity, 
and according to the interpretation of several 
of the bosses leave each employer free to 
accede to the demands of his employes if he 
sees fit. The association will not give in. It 
is understood that several of the bosses wilil 
endeavor to secure non-union men at once. 
Secretary Howard of the Carpenters’ Council, 
after reading the association resolutions, 
sald: 

„„We have been frank to acknowledge the 
animus of our fight, the desire to gain recog- 
nition and fair dealings as an organisation. 
The contractors have been equally outspoken 
in denunciation of organized effort on our 
part. Itis now simply a contest between two 
associations, the one willing and the other 
unwilling to recognize the other, and it re- 
wains to be seen which is the more powerful. 


We certainly have numbers on ourside. We 
have also capital to buck us and systematized 
lines oi rocedure to ſollow. We have 
souchtarbitration and now that the die is 
cast we do not fear the issue.’’ 

‘*‘Will the-action of the master carpenters 
induce a change of policy on your part?’’ 

„That I can't tell. Had they appointed an 
arbitration committee ours would have met it 
on.fair terms. It now devoives upon the 
United Carpenters’ Council to determine what 
further steps shall betaken. It may be that 
the same general course will be followed— 
namely, to draw off men who may be induced 
to resume work and prevent others from 
coming to the city. However, it is more than 
likely. that the methods adopted by the bosses 
will influence ours. 

The small bosses, not members ofthe asso- 
ciation, will holda meeting this evening to 
consider the advisability of forming a union 
witha viewtoarriving atan understanding 
with themen. These small bosses number 
several hundred, and it is said, employ about 
half the journeymen in the city. 


Mobile & Ohio Strikes. 


Camo, ni., April 11.—The Mobile & Ohio 
has two strikes on its hands, and General 
Manager J. C. Clark is at Sparta trying to fix 
them up. A bad freignt wreck occurred at 


Sparta and an order was issued that no train 
should ron more than ten miles an hour. This 
would lenuthen the run and tiie Drakemen 
demanded pay for the extra time. it was 
promptly allowed them and then they were 
not satisfied, but asked for a conference with 
Mr. Clark. To-day Mr. Clark will go to Mur- 
physboro to meet the conductors and brake- 
men, who are striking for standard wages. 


Discontented Switchmen, 


CHICAGO, III., April 11.—A conference be- 
tween Manager St. John of the Rock Island 
and a committee representing the switchmen 
employed in the company’s yards took place 
yesterday. Theswitchmen demand the re- 
moval of the general yardmaster and other 
obnoxious men employed in the yard. Mr. 
St. John will hear both sides to-day, In the 
event ot a strike the company says it has 
plenty of men to fill the vacancies made.

A MONSTER FIRE-BOAT. 


" — ened 
An Extraordinary Device fer Fighting Fires 
Which Might Be Used in St. Louis, 


Chief Lindsay bas received from the New 
York Fire Department a report of the launch- 
ing of the New Yorker, a new steel fire 
boat which is capable of literally swamping a 
fire on a pier or in a building nearariver. It 
is the largest boat of the kind ever on- 
structed, its lengtn being 125 feet, its beam 
twenty-six feet and its displacement 360 tons. 


The bull is of steel throughout, with high free 
board, and of extra strength and stiffness, to 
withatand the vibrations of the machinery 
when the vessel is driven at her utmost speed. 

So completely are ali her ex parts and 
equipments qearces by steel that the new 
fire-fighter will be able to go rightup to a 
burning pier and stay there fighting the 
flames. ‘The boat has four fixed water towers, 
capable of throwing a stream four inches in 
diameter fora distance of over 400 feet lu any 
direction. There are also facilities for other 
hose connections, and the boat is equipped 
with every modern improvement for fightin 
fires on the water fronts and fora distance o 
2,000 feet inshore. 

There are two sets of Clapp & Jones pumps 
and two sets of La France pumps, all with an 
1l-inch stroke, and segregating eight steam 
cylinders sixteen inches in diameter and 
e Aut water cylinders ten inches in diameter. 
All the pumps are vertical double-acting and 
The new boat, taken 


of the fly-wheel pattern. 
asa whole, isa collection of silent geysers 
scientifically arranged and ready to be set off 
in any direction atany time. She will be sta- 
tioned at-the Battery in readiness to 1 — 
instantiy to alarms from the East or North 
River, and it is thought that she can easily 
run to Forty-second street in either river in- 
side of twenty minutes. The new boat will 
be manned by a crew oftwenty tremen. She 
cost upward of $100,000. 
WHAT IT CAN DO. 

Capt. Lindsay, in commenting on the boat 
this morning, said that the pumps were abso- 
lutely the largest ever constructed for fire ex- 
tinguishing purposes and were 80 powerful 
that the limit of their capacity wus hard to 
get at. In New York such facilities as afforded 
would beinvaluable, and even in st. Louis 
such a boat as the New Yorkec would often 
save buildings on the riverside. It was hard 
to realize the amount of water that could be 
thrown from the new boat. In St. Louis two 
engines combited threw a2-inch stream about 
250 feet, but each of the boat’s two vumps 
could force a 5-inch stream 600 feet, and send 
6,000 gallons of water on any given spot in 
less than a minute. The arrangement of 
double screens of steel with air spaces are to 
enuble the firemen to work close toa fre of 
the most fierce nature.

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A GAME PRESERVE. 


One Hundred Thousand Acres in the Ad- 
irondacks Bought by a Syndicate. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Diar ron. ; 

Rome, N. T., April 11.—A New York syndl- 
cate to buy and set aparta game preserve of 
100,000 acres in the Adirondacks has been 
formed. This scheme comprises the property 
ofthe Anton Blake estate in Hamilton and 
Herkimer Counties. Thenew association is 
to be called the Adirondacks Club. The mem- 
bership ia limited to 500 and each share is 
placed at $1,000. It has been decided that no 
member can hold morethan ten shares and 
each share is entitled to a two-acre lot for a 
bullding site on the shores of Jock’s Lake, so 
that a man with ten shares would be entitled 
to atwenty-acre building Fat. These plats 
will be deeded to the holders in fee simple. 
The rest of the tract will be held jointly and 
hunting and fishing rights go with each share, 
subject to the rules of the club and the State 
laws. Theshares are non-assessable. This 
will be made possible by the proper handlin 
ofthe timber on the tract. It is estimate 
that from the 100,000 acres 100,000,000 feet of 
logs can be removed with advantage to the 
preserve every year for ten years. Handled 
as European forests are the preserve would 
form a perpetual source of income, while al- 
ways improving in value. 


DISASTROUS TO UNCLE SAM. 


The Administration’s Attitude Regardisg 
the Importation of Mexicgn Ores.

CnHicaeo, I., April 11.—The present at- 
titude of the United States regarding the im- 
portation of Mexican ores will result ultimate- 
ly in benefit to Mexico. 48 ores can no ilong- 
er be sent to the United States smelters will be 
bullt allover Mexico. The gross bullion will 
then be shipped for refining, either in Eng- 
land or Germany. The cost of transportation 
will, of course, be greater than before, but 
the resulting metal can be placed net in Lon- 
don ata greater profit. Americans are likely 
to lose much of their Mexican trade. Should 
the McKinley bill pass an embargo will be 

laced on all such Imports, and will not only
